printed In Paris.. It is indicated that 


no reply is expected before May 6th, 
the peace conference being disposed 
to give the German government what 
It considers ample time In which to 
digest the terms and frame its reply 
What action would follow rejection 
of the terms has not been forecast in 
reports from the French capital. 
It was announced at a meeting of 
the council of ten yesterday that varl 
oils articles of the pact now' are in 
the hands of the drafting committee 
and the remaining articles will be dis­ 
posed of today. 
It seems probable therefore that the 
treaty is in a fair way to he complet­ 
ed within a very brief period. 
'the question of the United States 
becoming mandatory for Armenia as 
the ancient province of Silicla to the 
southwest is called, is again being 
considered af the peace conference. 
There seems to be a disposition on 
the part of entente powers also to ask 
this country to take over control of 
Constantinople, a suggestion 
which 
appeals to some members of the Am­ 
erican commission. 
Albania has appealed to Premier 
Ulemenceau as president of the con­ 
ference asking for confirmation of the 
complete independence of that coun­ 
try. 
There also is a willingness that 
the United States should assume con­ 
trol of government affairs until the 
country has organized its political sys­ 
tem. 
The communists are still in control 
of Munich but heavy forces of Bavar­ 
ian troops are said to have begun an 
advance on the Bavarian capital, ac­ 
cording to Berlin advices. 
It is not 
known whether a decisive battle has 
been fought. 
It is believed the city 
will not be attacked until the gov- 
ernment has thrown a strong cordon 
of troops about it.
